The 36th Greenbelt Labor Day Festival will be held 
from August 31 through September 3. Although many 
Greenbelters have been working for months on this year's 
festival and more will join in before the weekend is over, 
there is still an opportunity for many residents to partici-

At a special meeting on 
July 24, the Greenbelt City 
Council approved intermedi¬ 
ate design plans for Schrom 
Hills Park and agreed to 
support the liquor license 
application for the Beijing 
of Greenbelt restaurant, 
which has beeen proposed 
for Roosevelt Center. Coun¬ 
cil also directed the city 
staff to seek an agreement 
with the National Park Ser¬ 
vice to construct a storage 
building at Greenbelt Park. 

Council approved the “60% 
progress plans” for the Schrom 
Hills Park, with several changes 
recommended by Planning Direc¬ 
tor Celia Wilson. These modifi. 
cations included some changes to 
the path system recommended by 
boih the Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) and the Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB). Since the final decision 
on whether there will be a lake, 
and if so of what sme, has still 
not been made, plans for that 
section of the park cannot yet be 
completed. 

60% Progress Plans 

The city's condemnation suit 
for the last piece of the nark 
has been delayed, with a decision 
not exnected until Dp^f*mber. As 
a result, the plan will nrobablv 
not go to construction bid until 
1J)91. Wilson said thfli- woHd 
like to have a final staff recom¬ 
mendation for council by the end 
of August. 

In addition to the nosaible Take, 
a small stormwater management 
pond is planned for the site. Wil¬ 
son said that current nlans call 
for a wet pond, but that she is 
attempting to get ap-proval in¬ 
stead for a dry nond. The dry 
pond would function as a drain¬ 
age area to hold storm runoff 
for up to 48 hours. 

The plan calls for 112 parking 
spaces. APB had questioned 
whether these were enough. Wil¬ 
son said that the city's consult¬ 
ant believes so, and that provid¬ 
ing additional spaces would re¬ 
quire shifting the fields and in¬ 
creasing tree loss. 

Two buildings will he con¬ 
structed on the site. One will 
contain a meeting room, storage 
closet, restrooms and an office. 
The second will be a storage 
buildiflg with a picnic enclosure 
and fireplace. Mayor pro tern 
Thomas X. White asked whether 
any area could be used by teams 
or clubs to operate a concession 
during a special event.

Earlier plans had included a 
small kitchen with sink and ser¬ 
vice window. This area had been 
deleted, City Manager James K. 
Giese said, to provide handicap 
access to the restrooms. He cau¬ 
tioned that more stringent health 
department regulations make it 
difficult to sell unpackaged food 
without “fairly elaborate far*'^-- 
ties.” Wilson said that the build¬ 
ing would have to be enlarged 
to provide a concession area. 

PRAB chair Thomas Renahan 
pointed out that the question of 
whether to light the ballfields 
had still not been resolved. The 
current plan does not include in¬ 
stalling electrical conduit to the 
fields. He argued that it would 
be much less expensive to install 
the conduit during construction 
than to have to dig up the com¬ 
pleted park if council later de¬ 
termines that lights are needed. 

James Foy reminded council of 
the Greenbelt East Advisory 
Committee (GEAC) petition that 
the ballfields not be lighted. On 
behalf of GEAC, he urged ap¬ 
proval of the plan and quick com¬ 
pletion of the park. 

J Davis complained that none 
of the “tree people” who had 
attended the meeting to protest 
the transfer of the North End 
School to the county had re¬ 
mained at the meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the planning of the park. 
She spoke at 1:05 a.m. Wednes¬ 
day morning. Davis charged that 
“they saved their trees. They 
didn't save anything of ours, did 
they?” 

Beijing of Greenbelt 

Council approved an agreement 
between the city and George 
Christacos, owner of the com¬ 
mercial buildings at the Roose¬ 
velt Center. The agreement will 
take effect only if the liquor li¬ 
cense application for the Beijing 
of Greenbelt restaurant, to be lo¬ 
cated in the old High’s location, 
is approved. In the pact, the city 
agrees to support the liquor li¬ 
cense application. The agreement 
also calls for the city to support 
any parking waivers required for 
the restaurant. In return, the 
owner agrees to preserve and 
maintain the facades, to submit 
plans for all exterior modifica¬ 
tions and signage to the city for 
review and approval and to make 
specified repairs and improve¬ 
ments to the buildings. 

(On July 26, the county Board 
of License Commissioners denied 
the Beijing's liquor license appli¬ 
cation citing a state law saying 
that liquor licenses cannot be 
granted to establishments located 
within 1,000 feet of a school. The 
commission has established that 
the proposed restaurant site is 
757 feet from Center School.) 

Storage Shed 

With the transfer o-f the North 
End School to the county, the 
city needs a place to store ma¬ 
terials currently housed at the 
school. During the spring, Giese 
had proposed constructing a 
storage shed, and possibly a ma¬ 
terials storage yard, on city- 


owned property on Hamilton 
Place, near the GHI storage yard. 
At the July 16 council meeting, 
city staff had reported that the 
National Park Service (NPS) 
might permit the city to con¬ 
struct a storage building at 
Greenbelt Park. Council deferred 
a decision on the proposed shed 
until this meeting, directing staff 
to explore this new possibility. 
The third option for the shed is 
to construct it at the current 
public works compound near 
Buddy Attick Park. 

Giese said that the NPS attor¬ 
ney has advised the city that 
legal problems could arise with 
the proposal to build the shed 
at Greenbelt Park. The Public 
Works Director has met with 
park service officials, who are 
now proposing that the citv build 
two additional bays for NPS use. 
After ten years, the building 
would become Park Service prop¬ 
erty and the city would have to 
vacate. 

The Hamilton Place location, 
Giese said, remains his first 
choice, but he saw little chance 
of council support. He cautioned 
there could also be legal 
problems with the site near Attick 
Park, as the land was obtained 
with Open Space funds. He said 
that if the shed were built at 
that location, it would be well 
screened from view, both from 
the park and nearby homes. He 
conceded it might be visible 
through the trees in winter. 

Council members all supported 
use of the Park Service property 
hut could not agree on a second 
choice. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
supported construction of the 
shed, but not the materials stor¬ 
age yard, at Hamilton Place. He 
said that locating the shed next 
to the GHI storage yard would 
not detract from the aesthetics 
of the area. 

Council member Antoinette M. 
Bram supported the lake park

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Compelled to Answer 

I am writing in response 
to Mr. Douglas W. S. Suth¬ 
erland' letter in the August 2 
News Review, There are some 
statements in Mr. Sutherland’s 
letter that I totally agree with, 
such as, “Our greenspace is a 
valuable resource, ... We need 
to preserve as much as possible in 
its natural state.” Yet there were 
many others I felt compelled to 
answer. 

Mr. Sutherland states that “ev¬ 
en a forest must be managed or 
it self destructs.” A natural .for¬ 
est contains a greater diversity 
of both plant and animal life 
than does a “managed” forest 
The Amazon has survived for ov¬ 
er 16 million years without being 
“managed” by man and contains 
the greatest diversity of plant 
and animal life on Earth. Un¬ 
fortunately, thanks to man, it is 
now disappearing at a rate of 27 
million acres per year. 

Mr. Sutherland also states that 
the woods are “not just for a 
select vocal minority to sit back 
and view in perpetuity.” Who is 
this vocal minority? Would it be 
the nearly 1,400 people who sign¬ 
ed a petition for a forest and 
wildlife preserve to protect the 
last of the green belt, or is it 
the 73% that favored natural 
open space for the Lake Park, ac¬ 
cording to the 1989 city council 
election questionnaire ? Given 
the fact that our trees are the 
only thing standing between us 
and tons of toxic air pollutants 
generated by our surrounding 
highways, it is clear that every 
one of our trees is busy at this 
moment unselfishly serving each 
and every one of us. 

How much of our remaining 
woodlands should we be willing 
to give up ? The preliminary 
ballfield plans produced by the 
MNCPPC, based on the Recrea¬ 
tion Department’s “Capital Im¬ 
provements Wish List,” give us 
three choices. 16, 30, or 35 acres. 
Imagine for a moment that we 
were considering the Lake Park 
for this project. The least im¬ 
pacting plan of 16 acres would 
require the removal of every tree 
between Crescent Road and the 
lake from the Lake Park parking 
lot to just beyond Greenhill Rd. 
towards Saint Hugh’s. Would this 
be acceptable to the residents of 
Boxwood Village, Lakeside, Lake- 
wood, or anyone else for that 
matter ? 

Greenbelt can meet the recrea¬ 
tional needs of its residents with¬ 
out the further loss of our valua¬ 
ble woodlands. However, Green- 
belt can not and should not be 
expected to meet the needs of 
every nonresident who wishes to 
use Greenbelt facilities.

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Don't Manage Forests 

A letter in the August 2 issue 
of the News Review argued that 
we should be flexible in allow¬ 
ing use of green space for rea¬ 
sonable recreational activities. 

In principle, this appears to 
be a sound argument. In practice, 
unfortunately, things work dif¬ 
ferently. What is “reasonable” 
to one person will be “unreason¬ 
able” to another. For just one 
example, use of motorcycles, off- 
trail vehicles or all-terrain ve¬ 
hicles on parkland is a “reason¬ 
able” recreation activity for 
some, but is “unreasonable” to 
others; and there is absolutely no 
guarantee, based on past exper¬ 
ience, that such machines can 
be effectively barred from park¬ 
land once trails are built. 


This serious weakness in the 
operational definition of what is 
“reasonable,” when coupled with 
the painfully verifiable fact that 
once woodlands disappear they 
are gone forever, says that we 
should think much more carefully 
and deeply about the whole is¬ 
sue. 

Greenbelt neio’hhorhoods which 
do not presently have recreation¬ 
al areas accessible to walking 
families, as old Greenbelt has, 
should certainly have them. But 
“flexibility” should not be inter¬ 
preted to mean present exped¬ 
iency at the expense of future 
generations, or in this case that 
untouched greenspace is less im¬ 
portant than “developed” fields 
and paths. Old Greenbelt is in 
fact one of the few existing ex¬ 
amples of planning in 
ture generations have not been 
sacrificed to expediency. 

In particular, the writer says 
that “Even a forest must be 
managed or it self-destructs.” I 
could not disagree more with this 
statement. Let’s put it in per¬ 
spective by asking how forests 
should be managed. Should they 
be managed like our Northwest 
forests ? Or like the Brazil or 
Borneo forests? These are only 
a few of society’s more recent 
management achievements. 

I don’t doubt the writer’s good 
intentions; but the events of the 
past decade surely should have 
taught us all something by now. 
I will personally rely on the for¬ 
ests to manage as 

they have done successfully for 
millenia.

Council Debates Shed Sites 


Assaults 

On July 26, the police were cal¬ 
led to the 9100 block of ^rinfirhill 
Lane because a male resident had 
been attacked by seven or eifirht 
other men with baseball bats and 
metal pipes. The victim had a 
severe head wound and appeared 
to have been stalbbed in the chest; 
he was still in intensive care in 
critical condition at a hospital 
the next morning.

site, saying that Ridge Road 
could not handle the additional 
city traffic. 

White rejected both options, as 
did council member Edward Pu- 
tens. Putens said that although 
he understood the logic of the 
Hamilton Place proposal, he re¬ 
jected the conclusion, fearing that 
a future council would expand 
the city's use of the site. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
called for a reassessment of oth¬ 
er possible sites.
